High-end development targeted for golf course 

Deal for condominium project would see much needed capital improvements made at golf facility

An agreement is expect¬ 
ed to be signed this month 
between the town and Clay 
Cup Developers (CCD) for 
the sale of two acres of 
land on the Didsbury Golf 
Course for the develop¬ 
ment of a high-end multi¬ 
million dollar condomini¬ 
um project. 

The price of the land pur¬ 
chase will be about 


$600,000, with two-thirds 
of that amount being set 
aside for golf course offi¬ 
cials to use for capital 
upgrades. 

“We are partnering with 
the town and the golf 
course. We want it to be a 
win-win for everyone,” said 
Brittany Wickham, chief 
operating officer for 
CCD. 

Officials for both the 
town and CCD say an 
agreement to the deal is 
close. 


However, construction of 
the project is still at least a 
year away as the agree¬ 
ment will be contingent on 
CCD’s ability to achieve 
enough pre-salt's of its con¬ 
dominium units. 

The location of the pro¬ 
posed project is nestled in 
the trees at the bottom of 
the west slope of the hill 
overlooking the golf 
course. 

The company is aiming 
to have at least half of the 
total 70 units secured 


through its pre-sale 
drive. 

Wickham would not give 
at this time an estimated 
total cost of the project, 
other than it is a “multi-mil¬ 
lion dollar” investment. 
She said the priority now is 
to finalize the deal with the 
town on the purchase of 
the land. 

“We’ve been working on 
land negotiations and we 
are just finalizing that 
before we get into the 
detailed site planning and 


costs," said Wickham. “The 
project will be based on 
pre-sales.” 

She did say most of the 
units that will be offered 
for pre-sale will be two- 
bedroom condominiums. 

Wickham added the pro¬ 
posed deal also includes 
CCD’s offer to make sub¬ 
stantial improvements to 
the golf course, including 
upgrades to the road 
(widening and resurfacing) 
and a complete facelift to 
the clubhouse. She said 


there Ls no estimated cost 
available yet for this com¬ 
ponent of the deal. 

Golf course officials 
were not immediately 
available for comment but 
Mayor Brian Wittal said the 
“essence” of the deal is in 
place, adding its finaliza¬ 
tion is dependent on CCD’s 
ability to hit its pre-sale tar¬ 
get. 

“They need to go out and 
pre-sell this building," said 
Wittal.

receives is based on a per¬ 
centage of the billings to the customers. 
These agreements are renewed each year. 
The town has options to either increase, 
decrease or leave the rates at the prior 
year levels. 

During a recent management retreat 
council instructed administration to 
increase franchise fees on both Fortis and 
ATCO 

Meanwhile, council opted on Sept. 27 to 
not raise the franchise fee rate of ATCO, 
which operates in the same manner as 
Fortis. Council was told ATCO has not 
“specifically" provided an increase that it 
will be passing on to customers in the 
coming year. 

The current rate charged by ATCO is 25 
per cent. The town will continue to col¬ 
lect $222,941 in revenues from ATCO for 
the coming fiscal year.

Town aims to take 
ownership of museum

The mayor said the move makes good 
practical sense for the society. He said 
repairs to the two-storey brick and sand¬ 
stone structure, built in 1907 and pro¬ 
claimed a heritage building in 1997, may 
be needed. 

“This is not something volunteers (his¬ 
torical society) should be responsible 
for," said Wittal, adding the town will 
consider applying for provincial grants 
for any renovations or capital improve¬ 
ments required for the structure. “We are 
more familiar with them (grants) than 
they are. We have the contacts. 

“It all goes back to this historical build¬ 
ing in our community and how we can 
best look after it in the future,” he added. 

Wittal said future funds for the build¬ 
ing’s ongoing maintenance will be dis¬ 
cussed in council’s upcoming budget 
deliberations. He said he expects those 
issues will be finalized by December. 


The town is moving towards taking 
legal ownership of the Didsbury 
Museum. 

Mayor Brian Wittal said a drafted 
agreement has been forwarded to the 
Chinook’s Edge School Division. 

The historic building, known as the Old 
Red Brick School House, was acquired 
by the Didsbury and District Historical 
Society in 2006. 

Wittal said the transfer of title will only 
cost the town $1. He said there has 
always been a caveat in past title agree¬ 
ments with Chinook’s Edge that if the 
building ever ceased to be a museum the 
school division has the legal right to take 
ownership back. 

“The caveat will come into play. It will 
remain a museum," said Wittal.

Didsbury wisely utilizes 
‘Peter and Paul’ solution 

Didsbury is a community t hat has wisely recognized an 
urgent need to change its fiscal dynamic. 

It is doing so in an era of economic uncertainty, and 
when the current provincial Progressive Conservative 
government is transitioning its leadership and sorting out 
its own right-of-centre ideology while fighting off the fis¬ 
cal hard-line Wildrose Alliance. 

The heart of Didsbury’s fiscal dilemma is that its com¬ 
mercial and industrial sector now provides only 11 per 
cent of the community’s tax revenues while residents kick 
in 89 per cent, a difference Mayor Brian Wittal wants 
immediately changed. 

He said in the short term he would like to see commer¬ 
cial assessment increase by 15 per cent. Eventually he 
would like to see commercial revenues reach a target of 
30 per cent. This could take up to five years to do, maybe 
longer. There will be sacrifices asked and made of every 
citizen and entity in the community. 

The town is facing this challenge with a two-pronged 
attack. The first is to create the right conditions to make 
the community more attractive for commercial and indus¬ 
trial investment. Shantz Crossing is open for business and 
the town is aggressively marketing the 45-acre district. 
The town is hoping most if not all the area is seized by 
investors before next summer. 

Secondly, town council has agreed to form a committee 
to study ways to create more commercial assessment. 
This may include tax incentives for new business or giv¬ 
ing breaks on building or development permits. 

And now it has found a third way, which at first might 
appear to be merely only a “robbing Peter to pay Paul” 
principle. But while this might be so it is still a move in the 
right direction and one which many other communities, 
including those in Central Alberta, ought to give serious 
consideration, if only to force tax exempt entities to start 
paying more of their share of a community’s fiscal burden. 

On Sept. 27, Didsbury council voted to raise franchise 
fees for electric bills by 12.5 per cent . There was a 
twofold logic behind this. Fortis, the energy provider, is 
planning on raising its distribution charges by 8.2 per 
cent, a hike that will be passed on to consumers. As a 
result, the town at first considered a franchise fee hike of 

7.5 per cent per cent, which would have brought in an 
extra $122,972 in revenues. 

But at this point of the debate things got interesting. 
Due to a high number of capital projects the town is fac¬ 
ing Didsbury residents are facing a significant tax hike for 
next year. Residents need help on that score. Mayor Brian 
Wittal realizes this and wisely notes the tax burden resi¬ 
dents face needs to be eased. 

It was also noted there is an estimated $100 million 
worth of tax-exempt entities in the town, including 
provincial buildings, hospitals and churches. They do not 
pay taxes. But they do have to pay for their utilities, elec¬ 
trical and power. 

To make Didsbury’s overall fiscal situation more fair 
council wisely opted to raise the franchise fee rates to 

12.5 per cent. This will increase the town’s revenues to 
$204,000. The hike from 7.5 per cent to 12.5 per cent also 
means residential electricity bills will increase from 
$37.83 to $63.05 more a year. 

But the move also means tax exempt entities will be 
paying much more for utilities, and just as importantly for 
Didsbury residents, two to two and one quarter percent¬ 
age points will be shaved from their tax bills next year. 

Yes, there is a “robbing Peter to pay Paul” principle at 
play here. But the move also shows the town is serious 
making the tax entities pay more of their share to do their 
business in Didsbury, particularly when the town is mov¬ 
ing boldly forward to tun) the tables on the imbalance 
between residential and commercial assessment rev¬ 
enues. 

The province may not like the “backdoor" move to pay 
more to do their business in the Town of Didsbury but 
town council has an oath to serve its constituents with the 
best means it has at its disposal. 

And this time the backdoor solution led to the ones 
who have gotten off easy for far too long.

Is Alberta still a conservative province? 


Critics like to say that after 40 
years of Progressive Conservative 
rule, Alberta is in effect a one-party 
state. But, after a surprise outcome 
in this weekend’s leadership vote, 
just about everyone would have to 
agree that this party has multiple per¬ 
sonalities. 

The election of red Tory Alison 
Redford is very close to a party coup, 
a change in leadership that promises 
to take the province’s government in 
a dramatic new direction. It is a party 
whose brand has been ultra-conser¬ 
vative values since the early 1990s, 
when maverick premier Ralph Klein 
slashed budgets, laid off masses of 
workers, privatized liquor stores and 
razed hospitals, all in the name of 
balanced budgets. 

The name of the party that Redford 
is about to lead remains the same, 
but her plan is such a departure from 
the past two decades, the organiza¬ 
tion will practically be unrecogniz¬ 
able. 

She has offered to reverse $107 mil¬ 
lion in education budget reductions 
within 10 days of taking office. She 
has pledged a public inquiry into alle¬ 
gations of political interference in 
the hospital system. And she said 
that she will top up salaries of non¬ 
profit sector workers; introduce fam¬ 
ily care clinics, and expand payments 
to the severely disabled. 

All in a province that worried about 
the already soaring cost of govern¬ 
ment. 

Yet, the party establishment - 
which had backed odds-on favourite 
Gary Mar - has quickly embraced the 
unlikely premier designate. 


“It’s the 
miracle on 
the prairies. 
Nobody 
would have 
picked her,” 
PC party 
president 
Bill Smith 
said, early 
Sunday 
after the 
result was 
announced. 

Actually, 
Smith is 
more correct about that than he 
might admit. If the choice had been 
left to the Tory membership as it 
stood before the leadership cam¬ 
paigns began, Redford very well 
might not have her breakthrough. 

But the peculiarities of the Alberta 
PCs’ membership rules worked in 
her favour. Redford’s campaign drew 
upon the open-membership policy of 
the PC party. For a mere $5, any 
Albertan could buy a party member¬ 
ship on the way to the voting station. 
As a result, her campaign appealed to 
left-of-centre opposition parties, with 
many Alberta Party or Liberal sup¬ 
porters admitting they had joined the 
PCs just so they could vote for 
Redford. 

Every leadership candidate signed 
up new members, but Redford’s cam¬ 
paign was one of tin* most effective. 
(It’s worth noting that her campaign 
was managed by Stephen Carter, the 
same tactician behind the unlikely 
victory of Calgary Mayor Naheed 
Nenshi. He, too, rode of wave of 


As the only woman candidate in a 
field of six, she was able to attract 
that gender, as well - which had the 
added bonus of providing her with a 
broadened base of support. Her 
human rights work in Africa also 
gave her softened her image as a 
woman for the people. 

“She really is a champion for the 
underdog,” said Calgary-Lougheed’s 
Dave Rodney, one of the Tory MI As 
who stand to benefit from backing 
the dark horse. 

The other msyor factor was the 
PCs’ preferential-ballot system, 
which asks voters to mark their first 
and second choices on one ballot. If 
nobody wins an outright majority, 
then the third-place candidate falls 
off and his or her second preferences 
are counted. When third-party Doug 
Horner's supporter shifted to 
Redford, she found herself with 
37,104 votes, narrowly defeating 
Mar, who gained 35,491. 

The preferential system is the same 
one that allowed Ed Stelmach to 
overcome seemingly insurmountable 
odds to beat establishment favourite 
Jim Dinning in 2006. Not surprisingly, 
many in the party are now wondering 
if the system needs to be over¬ 
hauled. 

Fiscally conservative leadership 
candidates, like Rick Orman and Ted 
Morton, talked about taking the party 
back to its conservative roots, and so 
did Mar, although he aimed for a 
more centrist line. All of them were 
talking about the early Klein days, 
when fiscal conservatism ruled the 
day.

Bylaw Corner 


There is increasing concern regarding dog defecation throughout town, as well as dogs 
unleashed in the parks or walking down the street. Be advised that allowing your dog to be 
off leash is not permitted in the Town of Didsbury. 

A zero tolerance policy is now in effect and a provincial ticket will be issued immediately 
should you be found allowing your dog off-leash. 

I have received numerous complaints from the public and have personally witnessed dog 
owners allowing their dogs to defecate in the new wetlands area north of Memorial Park. 
This new area was built for all Town residents to enjoy and dog owners who allow their 
dogs to run off leash and defecate throughout this area or any area of town, are being very 
disrespectful. Please keep your dog on a leash at all times and clean up after they do their 
business. Those not abiding will be issued a provincial ticket. 

I encourage residents who witness either a dog off leash or a dog defe¬ 
cating, to report it to Animal Control. A written statement will suffice 
and a ticket will be issued based on the statement alone. If dog owners 
refuse to pick up after their dogs, the Town of Didsbury will have no 
choice but to consider raising pet registration prices to off set the cost of 
cleanup.

“What he brought us was 
one of the best concepts 
we could expect from a 
cost perspective,” said 
Wittal. 

Though the plans are not 
by any means concrete, 
Wittal said it was nice to 
have an idea of the possi¬ 
bilities available to the 
town.

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Plans for commercial plaza under review

Review Stiff 

Plans fur a new develop¬ 
ment on 16 Street in 
Didsbury could soon bring 
a host of potential busi¬ 
nesses and services to 
Didsbury. 

Didsbury Municpal 
Planning Commission is 
currently reviewing prelim¬ 
inary plans for Phase 1 of 
Reimer Plaza, a 9,500 sq. ft. 
portion of what will even¬ 
tually be a sprawling com¬ 
mercial and retail develop¬ 
ment covering nearly 
38,000 sq. ft. 

Clay Cup Developers 
have presented their con¬ 
cept plan to the MPC to 
obtain their preliminary 
comments relative to the 
submitted site plan. 

“It’s so that we can move 
forward with our prelimi¬ 
nary engineering," said 
Brittany Wickham, Clay 
Cup’s COO. 

The feedback MPC will 
offer will guide the process 
as Clay Cup moves towards 
applying for a development 
permit, said Wickham. 

“They can’t solidify any¬ 
thing without the formal 
application for a permit,” 
she said. 

“The town now requires 
us to have all of our prelim¬ 


inary engineering in place 
before applying for the per¬ 
mit." 

“If they would have had 
any nuqor concerns, they 
would have voiced them. 
So now that we know that 
they don’t have any ntiqor 
issues with our plan, we’ll 
get our servicing plan 
ready to go.” 

“Now that the concept 
plan has been sort of 
passed by lightly over the 
Municipal Planning 

Commission, and we know 
there won’t be any substan¬ 
tial changes to that plan, 
we’re meeting with a num¬ 
ber of tenants that have 
expressed interest to start 
signing agreements.” 

Clay Cup is already in 
discussions with a number 
of clients considering ten¬ 
ancy, said Wickham. 

“A number of the tenants 
who want to attain owner¬ 
ship within the develop¬ 
ment want to be in by the 
springtime. Otherwise 
they’ll be looking at other 
opportunities within the 
community to move or 
expand," she said. 

About four or five ten¬ 
ants (depending on the 
space they require) will be 
able to utilize the 9,500 sq. 
ft. structure, said 
Wickham. 


“Wo re currently work¬ 
ing on our detailed engi¬ 
neering and getting every¬ 
thing in place so that those 
tenants feel comfortable to 
commit so the project can 
more forward.” 

Clay Cup will soon be 
submitting these engineer¬ 
ing plans to Didsbury MPC 
so that it can provide final 
comments before ('lay Cup 
makes its application. 

Wickham estimated a 
development permit appli¬ 
cation for Phase I would 
likely l>e applied for within 
the next three to four 
weeks. 

“Hopefully we can begin 
construction before freeze- 
up,” said Wickham. 

The project has been 
underway for nearly three 
years before this prelimi¬ 
nary concept plan was 
brought before the Town of 
Didsbury, said Wickham. 

“The development was 
put on hold for a bit 
because the economy had 
shifted at that time,” said 
Wickham. 

The landowners have 
now prepared to resume 
the development of the 
land, and hired Clay Cup to 
help get the ball rolling, she 
said. 

Future site plans for 
Reimer Plaza (as included 


in the package by Tricon 
Developments Inc.) depict 
the possibility of several 
fast-food restaurants and 
other conveniences, 

including Tim Hortons and 
A&W Restaurant, among 
others. 

Although Clay Cup con¬ 
firmed it does hope to 
acquire similar tenants for 
future phases, Wickham 
said the inclusions of the 
specific fast-food restau¬ 
rants mentioned in the site 
plan were strictly for traffic 
impact studies. 

These studies ensure that 
traffic flow is adequate for 
the amount of vehicles vis¬ 
iting potential future ten 
ants in those spaces. 

“The town needs to know 
the prospective use for that 
land. We are hoping to have 
some sort of fast-food 
establishments in that 
area,” said Wickham. 

Plans for a two-storey, 
24-unit hotel are also 
included for Reimer Plaza, 
and Wickham said a poten¬ 
tial purchaser is currently 
being consulted. 

She said there is always 
the chance the hotel’s pur¬ 
chaser may end up going 
larger on the unit, in which 
case it w'ill remain two 
storeys with an expanded 
footprint. 


“We know that there are 
adjacent residential prop¬ 
erties, so we’re wanting to 
make sure that there is as 
little impact as possible on 
the a((jacent landowners.” 

Clay Cup is working on 
numerous developments in 
Central Alberta - both for- 
profit and non-profit proj¬ 
ects. 

“We do a variety of proj¬ 
ects - everything from resi¬ 
dential to industrial to 
commercial." 

Clay Cup is currently 
developing affordable 
housing in both Innisfail 
and Sundre, and is doing so 
partially through grants 
funded by the Alberta gov¬ 
ernment. 

“We do have a foundation 
arm where we set up 
opportunities to give back 
and donate to those in 
other communities and 
around the world." 

“The government pro¬ 
vides a port ion of the fund¬ 
ing, but we’re responsible 
for coming up with the rest 
of the funding. So we still 
have to put our own money 
into the project.” 

They also have to commit 
to the government for 20 
years to offer these afford¬ 
able homes to the commu¬ 
nity at a reduced rate of 10 
per cent.

Terry’s dream lives on

The man Terry Fox was named after, 
Carstairs resident Jay (John) Wark, gave 
an emotional speech to a crowd of over 
000 students and a handful of teachers 
and school officials last Wednesday 
before the crowd dispersed on the annual 
Terry Fox Run. 

Nearly 300 Carstairs Elementary stu¬ 
dents participated in the run around 
Carstairs Memorial Park, while almost 
400 from Hugh Sutherland chose to run 
either a three- or five-kilometre stretch in 
honour of Terry Fox's historic cross- 
Canada run - the Marathon of Hope. 

Terry’s uncle and aunt, town residents 
Jay (John) and Darlene Wark, were hon¬ 


oured guests at the morning's events in 
the park, and shared a few words from 
Terry to inspire the crowd. 

“Terry would be extremely happy to see 
so many of you of all ages that are here 
today,” said Jay Wark. 

A choked-up Wark shared that Terry’s 
mother Betty (his sister) died in June of 
this year, and Wark said that speaking 
about Terry “is kind of an emotional 
thing." 

“I’m also extremely proud to say that 
Terrance was named after me,” said Wark, 
noting that he and Terry share the middle 
name Stanley. 

“Er\joy your run, have fun," said Wark. 
“As Terry said, ‘Someday, the hurting will 
stop.’" 

In the last JO years, over $550 million 


has been raised worldwide for cancer 
research in Terry’s name. 

Because of the research conducted with 
funds raised by the Terry Fox Foundation, 
Wark said the cancer that took Terry’s life 
- along with some others - can now be 
cured, when caught early enough. 

“Isn’t that something we should he 
proud of?” 

John Goutsis, vice-principal of Hugh 
Sutherland School, read a brief history of 
Terry Fox’s life to the crowd. 

“Terry was so overcome by the suffering 
of other cancer patients - many of them 
very young children - that he decided to 
run across Canada and raise money for 
cancer research." 

“He ran about 42 kilometres a day. 
Today we’ll be running between three and 


five kilometres, and I know for the ele¬ 
mentary students a little bit less than 
that," said Goutsis. 

“So you can imagine how far Terry was 
running each and every day.” 

“He is my favourite - and a heroic - 
Canadian. Ami he’s left a legacy for all of 
us to remember." 

Goutsis then quoted Fox, “I just wish 
people would realize that anything is pos¬ 
sible if you’ll just try. Dreams are possible, 
so go out, and grab them." 

“This symbolizes what we should be 
thinking as we run today," said Goutsis. 

The schools said they were very appre¬ 
ciative that the Carstairs town council 
supported the event by cooking up pan¬ 
cakes for the runners and organizers of 
the run.
